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Privilege Cards Are Ok’d 
For Outstanding Service

Lifetime privilege cards for outstanding work that is of 
credit to Hartnell College have been approved by the A.S.B. 
commission. Students and citizens of the community will 
be able to qualify for the privilege cards with this decision 
of the commission. 
Tentative privileges suggested for the lifetime cards are 


participation in school activities at 
prevailing student prices instead 


of regular nonstudent rates. This 
would include all athletic events as 
well as social, and dramatic plays 
presented by the college every year. 

To qualify for a lifetime privi- 
lege card the candidate must be a 
student body member of Hartnell 
College or an adult citizen of the 
community who has donated his 
time and effort to bettering this 
educational institution by way of 
more community support and par- 
ticipation. 

Students eligible to receive the 
privilege card award annually will 
be confined in number to 1 per 
cent of the total number of regis- 
tered student body members on the 
campus but not less than five each 
year. 

Meanwhile the adult eligibility 
to receive the privilege cards will 
not be confined to any specific 
number but only restrained by the 
amount and value of support given 
to the college. This will be deter- 
mined by a committee of commis- 
sion members annually and the 
qualifying conditions may vary 
from year to year.

citizens will be all considered by 
the award committee for the pres- 
entation of lifetime privilege cards 
to college activities.

Dick Voris, Hartnell College alumnus and Santa Cruz 
high graduate, has been named to the head football coach 
position for the 1952 season, it was announced late last 
week. He is at present coaching and teaching at James Lick 


High School in San Jose. 


The announcement was made to The Panther Sentinel by 


Hartnell College President John B. 
Lemos. He announced that he was 
pleased that a Hartnell College 
alumnus could take over the job.
